Alderman Hastings urged all 
councilmen to work in getting 
out voters to determine the con­ 
solidated school district’s build­ 
ing proposal, and downtown al­ 
dermen hit at lack of action by 
the New York Central Railroad 
officials in improving conditions 
at many crossings.

Mayor 
Radel, 
in 
proposing 
fompulsory installation of sprin­ 
kler systems in schools, cited a 
report of the National Fire Pro­ 
tection Association, which noted 
827 deaths in 10 years in 60 
schools with no sprinkler sys­ 
tems. The Union Hose Company 
letter recalled the tragic Chicago 
school fire of Dec. 1, 1958. 
Chief Brett has made several 
requests for action toward in­ 
stallation of the sprinkler sys­ 
tems and at national conventions 
has proposed their use in insti­ 
tutions.

Part of the march of men back 
to work is due to the general busi­ 
ness recovery and to the opening 
up of outdoor jobs.

Arthur S. Flemming, secretary of health, 
education

The report from Cornell, which has 
pioneered in traffic sa fety research, also 
suggests that if seat belts were standard 
equipment major injuries could be reduced 
by about one-third.

WASHINGTON — Segrega­ 
tion of men or women in schools 
controlled by state authority has 
just been upheld, in effect, by 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. Two white women were 
denied enrollment in an all-male 
state college in Texas. 
This ruling would not have oc­ 
casioned any surprise five years 
ago, because the states previous­ 
ly were allowed to use their own 
discretion in deciding what pupils 
should be admitted to public ed­ 
ucational institutions. 
But, in view of the fact that 
the Supreme Court in 1954 said 
that discrimination on account 
of race or color could produce a 
feeling of "inferiority" and that 
mixed classes are beneficial from 
an 
educational standpoint the 
query now is whether women 
haven't just as much right to 
use that argument with respect 
to discrimination against them 
because of sex. In fact, in ap­ 
pealing the current case to the 
Supreme Court, the two women 
cited the 1954 decision and ar­ 
gued that a woman is a "person" 
jjust as much as is a Negro. 
They pointed out that the Four­ 
teenth Amendment says "all per­ 
sons born or naturalized in the 
United States" are citizens. 
Nineteenth Amendment Cited 
"AreWomen people?” was the 
heading of a weekly column by 
the late Alice Duer Miller, fa­ 
mous novelist, more than forty 
years ago in what was then the 
New York Tribune. The ques­ 
tion was finally answered by-the 
adoption in 1920 of the Nine­ 
teenth Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, 
which docJar^s; 
"The right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any state 
on account of sex." 
Many of us true liberals 
or 
"progressives,” 
as 
we 
were 
known in those days — had not 
thought 
an 
amendment 
was 
necessary 
because 
the 
Four­ 
teenth Amendment had already 
forbidden the states to deny the 
“equal protection of the laws" 
and had said the “privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the 
United 
States" 
c a n n o t 
be 
abridged by any state. Certainly 
women were entitled to be classi­ 
fied as citizens. 
But, since neither voting nor 
sex nor color nor education was 
mentioned 
in 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, the Supreme Court 
of the United States by its deci­ 
sions indicated that these sub­ 
jects would have to be1 treated 
separately in other amendments. 
In fact, the Fifteenth Amend­ 
ment—which declares that vot- 


L A W R E N C E 
ing rights shall not be denied 
or abridged on account of race 
or color—was adopted a year 
later than the Fourteenth be­ 
cause it was desired by Congress 
to make clear that voting rights, 
usually prescribed by the states, 
should not be abridged because 
of race or color. 
So inasmuch as there was no 
tendency in those days to rely 
on the Supreme Court to amend 
the Constitution to give women 
the 
“equal 
protection 
of 
the 
laws" in ri'spect to voting rights, 
even though they are citizens, 
many of us enthusiastically sup­ 
ported the adoption of the Nine­ 
teenth Amendment that would 
at last — as we thought — put 
women on a basis of equality 
writh men. 
But the Supreme Court this 
week has dashed our hopes once 
more. 
Evidently', 
because 
dis­ 
crimination in educational insti­ 
tutions of a public character by 
reason of sex was not mentioned 
in the Fourteenth Amendment, 
it will be necessary to seek a 
new amendment that will forbid 
the exclusion of any female citi­ 
zen from such schools. 
It is, to be sure, the principle 
of the thing which is bother­ 
some. Many women prefer to go 
to separate schools — in fact, 
some believe their opportunities 
for an education are much bet­ 
ter when what they consider the 
lower intelligence 
quotient 
of 
the male sex is not present in 
the classroom. But even those 
women who may feel that way 
about their superiority will not 
relish any court ruling which 
says, in effect, that they can be 
barred by law from associating 
in the schoolroom with members 
of the opposite sex. They have 
never believed that any physical 
characteristic 
should 
diminish 
their rights as citizens. 
There may be some men, too, 
who will object to the discrim­ 
ination and who would prefer 
desegregation of the sexes. But 
the Supreme Court has spoken, 
and 
its decisions and rulings 
must be obeyed, for they are 
"the law of the land." These are 
days, moreover, when the Su­ 
preme Court as an institution 
must not be “undermined." In­ 
deed. there have recently been 
outcries that the rulings of the 
highest court must not even be 
subjected to severe criticism. 
So the alternative is to abide 
by the ruling and try for a con­ 
stitutional amendment which will 
give women the equality they 
had long thought they already 
possessed as citizens. But they 
must be careful not to agitate 
too 
vigorously, 
lest 
they 
be 
charged with 
“massive resist- 
ance.”

Mrs. Coletti, who is the wife of 
Phd 
Coletti, 
mixologist at 
the 
Woodstock Country Club, has re­ 
cently designed a handsome 9x12 
living room rug which she hooked. 
Ulster County Home Demonstra­ 
tion Agent Everiee Parsons, who 
has seen many of the rugs that 
Mrs. Coletti has made over a pe­ 
riod of years, says, “ her work is 
exquisite.” 
Because of a large family, Mrs. 
Coletti had little time for such a 
time-consuming hobby at one time, 
but she wound up covering her 
whole house with them. In all, she 
has completed 28 rugs, including a 
9x9 dining room and 9x12 living 
room rug. She has never sold a 
rug and doesn’t plan to, as she 
has six children to inherit them. 
Mrs. 
Coletti 
relates that her 
work with hooked 
rugs 
started 
with a visit to a friend who was 
making a rather crude rug of old 
scraps. “ I watched her for about j 
10 minutes pulling loops through, 
and it really looked easy," she re-i 
calls. “ Of 
course, 
she used a ! 
frame, but I did have burlap bags | 
and plenty of old woolen clothing. | 
so I started the struggle, and by 
the time I finished my first rug. I 
had acquired the knack of stretch-

ing it over my lap and achieved 
a good result." 
Made Steady Progress 
After making several rugs in her 
primitive fashion, she invested in 
an electric cutting machine and 
bought the best 
quality closely 
woven burlap, which calls for '» 
inch strips. 
"It in important to select ma­ 
terial suitable for hooking, so 1 
select closely woven goods of the 
camel's hair variety of uniform 
quality, thus giving a pleasing 
texture. Most mistakes and dif­ 
ficulties 
are caused 
by 
using 
strips that fray or are stiff and 
do not [lull easily through the 
yurlap,” says Mrs. Coletti. 
Although she is 
capable 
of 
brilliant designs, Mrs. Coletti has 
bad no formal Education in ait. 
She says she didn’t realize she 
could draw until she tried. She 
progressed from drawing direct­ 
ly on burlap with ordinary cray­ 
on rather crudely to highly art­ 
i s t i c designs and motifs on heavy 
art paper, which are transferred 
to the burlap with heavy carbon 
paper, a method not too easy 
and not recommended for the 
average person. 
When Mrs. Coletti had com­ 
pleted the beautiful 9x12 rug, a 
picture of which appears on this* 
page, she discovered she had a 
problem. Her furniture was not 
quite up to snuff. So, she is now 
reupholstering f o u r a n t iq u e - 
chairs in antique velvet to com­ 
plement the rug. 
"I am having lots of fun with 
little money and oodles of satis- 
laid ion," she says.

Mrs. Coletti, who is the wife of 
Phil 
Coletti, 
mixologist at the 
Woodstock Country Club, has re­ 
cently designed a handsome 9x12 
living room rug which she hooked. 
Ulster County Home Demonstra­ 
tion Agent Everice Parsons, who 
has seen many of the rugs that 
Mrs. Coletti has made over a pe­ 
riod of years, says, “her work is 
exquisite." 
Because of a large family, Mrs. 
Coletti had little time for such a 
time-consuming hobby at one time, 
but she wound up covering her 
whole house with them. In all, she 
has completed 28 rugs, including a 
9x9 dining room and 9x12 living 
room rug. She has never sold a 
rug and doesn’t plan to, as she 
has six children to inherit them. 
Mrs. 
Coletti 
relates that her 
work with hooked 
rugs 
started 
with a visit to a friend who was 
making a rather crude rug of old 
scraps. “ I watched her for about 
10 minutes pulling loops through, 
and it really looked easy," she re­ 
calls. “Of 
course, 
she used a 
frame, but I did have burlap bags 
and plenty of old woolen clothing, 
so 1 started the struggle, and by 
the time I finished my first rug. I 
had acquired the knack of stretch-

ing it over my lap and achieved 
a good result." 
Made Steady Progress 
After making several rugs in her 
primitive fashion, she invested in 
an electric cutting machine and 
bought the best 
quality closely 
woven burlap, which calls for 
inch strips. 
“It is im portant to select m a­ 
terial suitable for hooking, so I 
select closely woven goods of the 
cam el’s hair variety of uniform 
quality, thus giving a pleasing 
texture. Most m istakes and dif­ 
ficulties are caused 
by using 
strips that fray or are stiff and 
do not. pull easily through the 
Ijurlap," says Mrs. Coletti. 
Although she is 
capable of 
brilliant designs, Mrs. Coletti has 
had no formal Education in art. 
She says she didh’t realize she 
could draw’ until she tried. She 
progressed from drawing direct­ 
ly on burlap with ordinary cray­ 
on rath er crudely to highly a rt­ 
istic designs and motifs on heavy 
art paper, which are transferred 
to the burlap with heavy carbon 
paper, a method not too easy 
and not recommended for the 
average person. 
W hen Mrs. C oletti had com­ 
pleted the beautiful 9x12 rug, a 
picture of which appears on this 
l>age, she discovered she had a 
problem. Her furniture was not 
quite up to snuff. So, she is now 
reupholstering f o u r a n t i q u e 
chairs in antique velvet to com­ 
plement the rug. 
“I am having lots of fun with 
little money and oodles of satis­ 
faction,” she says.
